Chambers of Commerce Pa¬ 
pers Rescued as Flames 
Consume Furniture 

Secretary and Newspaperman 
Wade Through Wreckage 
to Offices 


Fire which itarted from unknown cause, at half paat four this 
morning destroyed half of the Arcade Building, in the heart of tho 
city', business section, gutted six leading stores on the ground 
floor, raged through ten office* in the second storey, threatened to 
sweep away the whole bloek until checked at nine o'clock, and! 
caused damage roughly estimated at noon at $300,000. 

The conflagration, the worst that has occurred here since the 
great 8pencer fire of October, 1910, on the same site, was dis. 
covered this morning by Walter and George Beek. two small boys 
who were delivering papers. They rushed to Constable Forster, 
who was patroling the business section, and he turned in the alarm.

And atarted u xkllfully-planned bat¬ 
tle to confine the blaze to the north¬ 
east section of the Arcade Building, 
knowing well that It W'ould be Jm- 
trooolble to save that part of the 
structure, which already was a verit¬ 
able furnace. 

By seven o’clock the eastward 
spread of the blaze wax stopped by a 
fire wall at the west aide % of the 
Darter Electric <\»ni| any * *hop. 

Gariy in the fight Chief Htewart de¬ 
termined to try to halt the fire ut 
O'Connell’s clothing store on Gov¬ 
ernment -Street, but the flames burst 
through the partitions there and 
roared down Government Street to¬ 
wards Fort Street. Changing the 
line of defence, the Chief decided to 
halt the blaze at the southern side 
of the Arcade Building. Three honr® 
of stubborn fighting kept the fire 
from reaching the partition which 
divides the Arcade Building from (he 
Kirkham Building, but in the mean¬ 
while tho Arcade Building roof Imd 
crashed down and all but Its outer 
walls had been consumed. The Chief 
considered the fire well under con¬ 
trol 5y nine o'clock, and at eleven it 
was only smouldering except In the 
centre of the Arcade Building, where 
a fierce blaze continued for several 
hours, r-

Battling their way through a chok¬ 
ing blanket of smoko and over a 
tangled mass of charred wrookoao, 
M. N. Fmn, a ss ist a nt secretary of the

James Beatty, president of the J

of smoke and flame was pouring out 
of the windows that they abandoned 
all hope of. aaving. lba. Chamber's 
docume n t®. At febout half-past eighTTl 
however. Mr. Finn and The Times 
man. profiting by a temporary lull 
In the fire, climbed from the Klrk- 
bam Building roof Into the auditorium 
of th e Chamber, which by that tim e 
waa a veritable blazing furnace. 
From there they managed to clam¬ 
ber over the muss of wreckage 
created by the fall of the ceiling and 
into the executive offices of the 
Chamber. Here they’ seised ledgers 
and other record books with the 
Chamber's cash box and took them 
out to the Kifkham roof. 

Enter Offices Again. 

Huge volumes of smoke rolled 
through the building immediately 
after this and it was feared that It 
would be impossible to save any 
more papers. Later on, however, 
firemen poured a stream of water 
into tho Chamber offices and tho 
two men again made their way there. 

By this time the thick netting of 
heavy wire and plaster which formed 
the celling, came crashing down and 
wrapped Itself tightly about the 
desks and filing cabinet*. With the 
aid of two firemen, however, they 
wore able to tear this wreckage away 
from the cabinet containing tho

When they at¬ 
tacked the roof they quickly tore 
their way along, leaving only *ome 
of the heavy wooden beams which 
support It. 

Nothing Saved. 

•* Owners of shop* and oflices In 
the Arcade Building rushed down 
town before five o’clock thl* morn¬ 
ing only to And that It was impos¬ 
sible to remove any of their stock, 
in fact, two caaes of walking sticks 
and u couple of trays of rings, taken 
out of the Wllkenion Jewelry Hhop, 
Bone were saved. In the offices up- 
ttairs. however, moot of the valuable 
documents- were lying in vaults or 
safes and were nut damaged. From 
:he Carter Electric Company'a shop 
on View Street down to Government 
and thence to the Southern side of 
the building on* Government Street 
everything was destroyed and It was 
even feared at times thut the flame* 
would burst past the fire wall and 
into the Carter establishment. If 
the fire had passed this point tin? 
dcubtedly It would have spread down 
Broad Street and might have con¬ 
sumed the whole block. Kmoke and 
water damage alone were suffered 
by the Carter Company, the Macey 
4bell shop and the down Millinery 
shop, on View Street.

Government’s Plan Is for 
Total Reduction of $700,000 

Ottawa. May 10.—A reduction of 
I $400,096 in the vote for annual militia 
| drill was approved lost evening by 
ths House of Commons. The amount I 
as it originally stood In the estimates 
of th»* Militia Department waa $1.- 
400.000. The reduction waa passed 
without a division after an all-day 
discussion. 

Tho official Opposition, normally 
the critic of Government 'estimates 
because they are too high, criticised 
the Government for consenting to 
the reduction. The Progressives who 
originally supported proposals df a 
more swooping reduction, were vrlll- 
ing to accept the lesser Government 
proposal that they might secure re¬ 
duction in some measure. But C. G. 
Power. Liberal member from Quebec, 
who. from the Government benches 
first opened the whole discussion, de¬ 
clined to accept the reduction as suf¬ 
ficient. A fortnight ago Mr. Power 
moved an amendment to reduce the 
j vote for militia drill by $ 1 , 100 , 000 . 
Last night he held by his original 
amendment. •' 

“I have every respect for the Min¬ 
ister of Militia and the leaders of the 
Liberal Party." Mr. Power declared. 

’ but respect must end when we come 
to conviction." 

8 o the House was facing rt perplex¬ 
ing situation—a Liberal member in¬ 
sisting on his amendment to reduce 
the estimates of a Liberal Govern¬ 
ment by more than a million dollar*. 

Sub-Amendment. 

Hon. Ernest Lapointe, on behalf of 
ths Government, moved a formal sub- 
amendment to the amendment that 
(he reduction be $400,000 instead of 
$ 1 , 100 , 000 . 

Bight Hon. Arthur Meighen. Con¬ 
servative leader, declared his support 
of the vote as originally brought 
down by the Government. 

The sub-amendment eventually 
carried without the House dividing. 

The drill item was the only one 
decided. Others will be considered 
later. 

Moved By Graham. 

It was at the afternoon session 
yesterday that Hon. George P. 
Graham. Minister of Militia, moved a 
reduction of $700,000 In ths total 
militia vote. 

The reduction he proposed in the 
item for annual drill was $400,000. 

Other reductions included in the 
total reduction of $700,000 moved by 
Mr Graham were: t’adets, $199,090; 
cloththg and neo*a»urie*. $ 21 , 000 ; 
arsenals. $uO. 0 iK». engineers* aacriMf 
and works, $69,990; ordnance, arms, 
lands, etc.. $9,090; pay of staff. 
$10,090; schools «»f Instruction. |S0,- 
000. and the Military College, SlO.OoO. 

* That." ’ said Mr. Graham, "Is s 
pretty drastie cut when It is known 
that there mw n m a r k ed reduction 
already in the estimates us compared 
with last year. 

“It Is the desire of th© Government.** 
continued Mr. Graham, “of course, to 
meet the desires nf Parliament, and 
Parliament is supremo After hear¬ 
ing the discussion the other day. I 
conferred with officers agnin. nnd 
while they maintain ths estimates 
are proper and should have been put 
through ths House for the efficient 
carrying out of the work, they have 
given me a schedule of proposed re¬ 
ductions and they tell me that if those 
reductions are made, ths balance will 
provide for the training of a force 
proportionate to the money voted. 
The training Inal year was not com¬ 
plete. but It was approximately so. 

Gen. Nswburn. 

Hon S. C. Newhurn said he look¬ 
ed with regret on. the reduction of 
$400,000 In ths vote for militia train¬ 
ing Ho suggested that ^ .great 
economy could be made“T»y amalga¬ 
mating a number of the military dis¬ 
tricts. 

At Pstawswa. 

Carrying on hia suggestions for 
economy. Gen. Mewburn proposed 
that the permanent force should be 
concentrated at Tetawawa for train¬ 
ing once a year, and that future use 
should be made of it in the Instruc¬ 
tion of city battalions, lie said the 
United tftates was cutting down Its 
standing army at the present time, 
but was building up Its National 
Guard. 

He opposed any reduction In the 
vote for annual training, and urged 
that the militia, naval and air esti¬ 
mates should be sent to a special 
committee of ths House where the 
technical officers of these depart -

Kirk Coal Co. Ltd 


To the Kditor.—With referenco to 
tho report which appeared in l>oth 
our local paper* to-dgy regarding the 
milk supplied In tho schools by'the 
l»r. O. M. Jones Chapter, I. O. D. K„ 
w»* feel that a most unjust criticism 
has been made. 

For the pttsi three years our chap- 
ter has lieen supplying the a< hool 
children with milk froth Urea dm 
* nd daring that period Dr. 
Prico has made teats from lima to 
time, and upon only one oceasion 
have we been notified by the City 
Health Officer that the milk was 
dirty, Since then tests hays reported 
clean, and consequently we decided 
that probably some minor accident 
had occurred. 

I poh interviewing Dr. Price to- 
duy we are informed that unfor¬ 
tunately our milk by-law provld* s 
only 1 wo terms by which milk is 
classified, vl*.. 'clean'' and ■dirty," 
and although not unwholesome there 
was a little sediment in the milk in 
quest ion and therefore it muat be 
flnased as "dirty.” We might point 
out. however, that while the milk 
was classified in this manner, it has 
not been condemned fry ths Medical 
Health Officer, and In reviewing the 
tests we still feel we are supplying 
the best milk which we can procure. 

Although ths milk is distributed 
through a local dairy it is supplied 
from Mr. Patterson's and Mr. Me-, 
Nolly's ranches, of Keating, whose 
cows are rated free from tuberculosis

B. C. Lawyers Ask Minister of 
Justice for Consideration in 
Filling Vacancy 

Bencher* of the Law Society In Vic¬ 
toria have telegraphed the Hon. W. L. 
Mackenzie King, Premier of Canada, 
asking to be consulted In ths ap¬ 
pointment of the new Supreme Court 
judge In this Province to succeed 
the late Mr. Justice Clement. 

They also telegraphed Senator 
Hewitt Boatack. 

This action waa taken here as a 
result of the suggestion of Charles 
Wilson, K.C., of Vancouver. Dean of 
the profession in Vancouver, a former 
Attorney-General of thla Province, 
eighty years old. and a "doughty 
champion of the ancleat duties and 
dignities of the Judiciary-" 

Vancouver lawyers have already 
sent a similar telegram to Ottawa. 

The decision of the British Colum¬ 
bia lawyers, taken as a precaution 
following the trouble there has been 
during the last week among the pro¬ 
fession in Manitoba over the ap¬ 
pointment of J. E. Adamson as Judge 
I of the Court of King’s Bench. The 
Manitoba Benchers have used strong 
language Ir* their telegram to Sir 
Lomer. Gouln In connection with 
Justice Adamson’s appointment. 

The telegram which went, from 
Victoria was signed by H. A. Mac¬ 
lean. K.C.. A. P. Luxton. K.C.. W. ff. 
Moresby and H. B. Robertson. K.C.. 
Benchers. It reads; 

‘The undersigned Benchers of the 
Law Society of British Columbia have 
read with Interest ths action of the 
Manitoba nar respecting the appoint 
irsnt of Judges, and concur generally 
with Manitoha that Judicial appoint¬ 
ments ahould not be made as a re¬ 
ward for political services ., without 
regard to other qualifications, and. 
as prompt action may be necessary, 
huv*. without c Bulling a meeting, 
adopted this method of respectfully 
suggesting that the Benchers of the 
Law Society as a body might well 
be consulted with respect to filling 
the existing vacancy on tha Bench 
of British Columbia."
